As I have stated there are about 
1400 convicts confined within its 
walls. All of them that are phy 
sically able are kept at work in 
the shoe shop, the broom fac¬ 
tory or the chair factory. The 
State realizes from their labor 
forty cents a day. . For more 
than % year the penitentiary has 
been self supporting and htyi 
nearly every month, turned 
money into the Troasury. A 
first class electric light plant 
hus been installed aiid a water 
plant with sufficient pressure to 
operate all the machinery and 
furnish all the water to the in¬ 
mates, has been built. This one 
item alone saves the State $500 
per month.
